Lieutenant Marshall jumped as 
the plane hurtled downward and 
his body was recovered some dis- 
tance away. Pitt's body was re- 
covered hours after the crash by 
divers. Tuft made his way to the, 
surface and was picked up by pa-| 
trol craft.

In asking the New York 


legislature for a law which 
would make the payment of 
ransoms to kidnapers an il- 
legal offense, Governor Leh- 
man is striking what would 
prove an effective blow at 
kidnaping if such 
a 
law 


could and would be enforc- 
ed. 


It is the expected 
ran- 


som that causes kidnapings. 
If the would-be kidnapers 
k n e w 
beforehand 
they 


would receive none, there 
would be no kidnaping. 


But, could such a law be 


enforced? The chances are 
that it would not be. Rela- 
tives or others who might 
ransom a kidnaped person 
certainly would not make 
public or let 
the 
police 


know that they had paid a 
ransom. It is difficult even 
now sometimes to obtain ad- 
missions that the release of 
kidnaping victims has been 
purchased. The kidnapers, 
of course, would not reveal 
the fact. 


Safety of the victim is the 


first 
consideration of the 


family of a kidnaped per- 
son. That police and other 
peace officers can not be 
depended upon to rescue the 
prisoner has been demon- 
strated too often for the 
family and friends of an ob- 
duction victim to put much 
faith in this means of ef- 
fecting return of the latter. 
It, therefore, 
has become 


customary for the family to 
request the police to with- 
draw from the case until the 
victim has been ransomed. 


This condition is not a 


credit to law enforcement 
agencies. It exists neverthe- 
less. A law making illegal

of 
ransoms 


would not improve it great-

TWO HUNDRED POUNDS

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8. 


—(&)—The unusually good 
condition of the cotton crop 
today resulted in a govern- 
ment forecast of 12,314,000 
bales this year, as compared 
with slightly more than 13,- 
000,000 last year., 


In making public the estimates, 
the crop, reporting board said the 
potential crop, if there had been 
no cotton 
reduction 
program, 
would have 
been approximately 
16,861,000 bales. 
The board said 
the amount of cotton taken out of 
production is around 4,247,000 bales. 
The unusual production report, 
despite the approximately 10,304,- 
000 acres plowed under, was, at- 
tributed to the estmate that the 
crop on August 1 was 74.2 per cent 
of normal. 
This compared with 66.6 per cent 
a year ago and a ten-year average 
of 67.9 per- cent. 
Government statistics said Mhe 
August 1 condition was higher 
than any other August 1 since 
1915, 
except the 74.9 per cent re- 
ported in 1931. 
Growing conditions have been 
particularly favorable in tht< At- 
lantic-seaboard states, and InTe* 
as and" Oklahoma and. the central 
part of the belt, conditions were 
above the average although less 
favorable than along the seaboard. 
The crop reporting board said 
the' August 1 conditions indicated 
an area for harvest of 29,704,000 
acres. On July 1 the acreage in

WASHINGTON! Aug. 8.—W— 


A new agreement may remove ma- 
rines from Haiti for the first time 
since an angry mob on July 26, 
1915, dragged President Gulllame 
Sam from refuge in the French 
legation and killed him. 


The new agreement was" signed 
in Port-Au-Prince, Haitian capi- 
tal, 
by Norman Armour, Ameri- 
can minister. 
It provides with- 
drawal of American marines from 
the Haitian constabulary so that 
only 
natives 
will 
officer 
the 
"garde" by October 1, 1984. Thirty 
days later, the Marine brigade of 
about 800 men would leave th« 
island. 
Just last year the Haitian con- 
gress rejected a similar proposal 
on the ground that it left with- 
drawal of marines in doubt and 
omitted necessary specifications as 
to the island republic's financial 
affairs. 
Revolutions and bloodshed have 
characterized the island's history. 
From 1910 to 1915 it had seven 
presidents. 
In 1915 revolution, the party 
led by President Sam was cred- 
ited with having massacred

political prisoners in jail.

fled to the French legation, and 
on the day of the funerals for 
the 167 dead was torn from his 
protectors and slain.

"The Role of Fibrous Connective 
Tissue In Disease" was the title ol

Among the' 
discussion • leaders were Dr. Tate 
Miller, Dr. Rouse and Dr. Barton 
of Dallas, and others. 


Typhus Fever. - 
Dr. George W. McCoy of-the U. 


S. department of health was th» 
second speaker of the evening 
presenting some of the latest In- 
formation on typhus fever.,' He 
related that for years thn medi- 
cal fraternity was satisfied that 
the disease was transmitted by 
body lice, and said that this had 
been proven true of epidemic ty- 
phus,- A few years ago a repre- 
sentative of the health. service was, 
engaged in a study of a now dis- 
ease that differed from the clas- 
sic typhus 'symptoms and charac- 
teristics. 
Continued , study, 
he 


said, gave rise to a belief that It 
was connected with rats, and this 
had consequently been proven con- 
nlllallrAtlr 
cluslvely. 


He sketched the 
differential 
diagnosis of Rocky Mountain spot- 
ted fever and typhus, as well as 
?i ?rx£lmilar dlseases. He stated 
that there was no easy way of 
distinguishing typhus by labora- 
:ory tests. 
In answer to ques- 


tions he said that he did not be- 
ileve that one attack would give 
Immunity. . • 


He said that the studies of ty- 


phus were being continued, and 
that so far the best method of 
combating the disease was by con' 
tlnued warfare on rate 
State Officer Heard. 
Dr. Charles D. Reece, epidemiol- 
ogist of the Texas state health 
department, aided In the discus- 
sion of theV talk by Dr. McCoy, 
stating that there had been nu- 
nerous cases of typhus In Texas 
n. recent years, apparently mak- 
ng its first appearance In Hldal- 
fo and other border counties and 
spreading northward. 
He asked 


he co-operation of the city and 
lounty health officers with 'his of- 
ice in preparing the regular mor- 
bidity reports, asking them to 
send m information on all re- 
portable dseases, which he said In- 
cluded all preventable 
diseases, 
ie complimented Corsicana on its 
effective start in the campaign 
against typhus.

Hall. 
After that time and until 
the session Is called I shall be in 
Corslcana. 
' It is almost definite that among 
the Issues, which will be presented 
there Will be the following: The 
major proposal seems to center 
around the 
modification 
of the 
anti-trust laws to bring them Into 
harmony with the National Indus- 
trial Recovery Act so that Texas 
may follow to the fullest extent 
the program which has been out- 
lined by President Roosevelt. 


An act has been persented to 


the Governor of Texas by Hugh 
Johnson to submit to the Legis- 
lature ' which would 
modify 
or 


make inactive our anti-trust laws 
to the above stated extent. 


Also there Is agitation at the 
present time to submit the ques- 
tion of modification- of the Rob- 
ertson Insurance law. This ques- 
tion has always been of wide in- 
terest to the people of Texas. 


Also in the event the $20,000,000 


bond issue amendment should be 
adopted It will be necessary for 
the Legislature to draft an enact- 
ing clause for the issuance of the 
bonds.

to care for the present deficiency 
In
